THEIR SECOND GAME 

Boston Red Sox Defeated By Score of 5 to 2 
—Nationals Secure Winning Lead in 
the First Inning

New York. Oct. 14.—The Giants made 
their last stand to-day. Before a crowd 
numbering 25.000 or more the National 
League champions struggled to check 
the onwar*| march of the Boston Red 
Sox who with three contests captured, 
need only one more victory to earn 
them the title of world’s champions of 
1112 

The Giants roust win three straight 
games to gain the championship. There 
whs plenty of room for everyone and 
vacant tiers of seats in the out bleach¬ 
ers and lower stands before the game 
began. The day was cheerless and cold, 
gray clouds screened the sun and there 
was a threatening of rain In the atr. 
Should New York win to-day. the game 
to-morrow will be played In Boston. To¬ 
night Managers McGraw and Stahl w4U 
toss a coin to determine where the 
contest will be played In the event that 
the Giants win the next two games. 

The reputation of McOraw’a men for 
taking an unexpected brace when It 
looked as If they were Just about down 
and iut. was pointed to as a reason 
why Boeto’i's "hope* of ending the series 
rt«v>d a food chanca of being shat¬ 
tered. 

Boston's own “come-back” of 1993. 
when with three games gone the team 
found Itself and took four straight 
from Pittsburg, was cited as a basis 
for the Giants hopee. 

The att'tudo of the big delegation of 
Boston fans here for the game was en¬ 
tirely different. On the basis of results 
accomplished they believed that this 
day would aeo the struggle ended. 

“Teesy la good for another one.” a 
Boston ftln shouted, alluding to the 
song of the Boston rooters which they 
claimed 1 as ”jinxed” the Oiants in the 
wrt«4 

Bentfmcnta similar to those of the 
fans weie voiced by the rival man¬ 
agers.

Man Killad By Falling Timbers at 

Raising Bse In Ontario Village.' 

Russell. Oat. Oct. 14.—During the 
probes* of a raising bee In the village 
here on Saturday, when the curved 
woodeq sides of a rink which la being 
built by the cltlsena were being put In 
!>ositlon. a windstorm came up and 
carried the heavy framework with a 
crash to the ground. Some two dosen 
men who were engaged at work were 
caught by the falling timbers. 

John W. Low, aged 54 years, was 
instantly killed. Many others had mir¬ 
aculous escapes from serious Injury. 
John Foster was run over by a pass¬ 
ing horse which had become frighten¬ 
ed by the crash, as he dashed out of 
the ruin* of the building.

MAY OIE FROM INJURIES.

Injuries which may prove fatal The 
Impact knocked Mackay from hla ma¬ 
chine but he was uninjured. The boy’s 
skull was fractured. 

SINGULAR ACCIDENT.

■ MENJNTOMBEO 

IMPRISONED IN BURNING 

MINE IN TASMANIA 


Hundreds of Rescuers Are Bat¬ 
tling to Save Lives of 
Comrades 


Hobart Tasmania. Oct 14.—Using 
•very effort possible, hundreds of res¬ 
cuers are battling against flames and 
smoke to save eighty-nine entombed 
miners at the North Mount Lyetl mine. 
The fire started through a motor pump 
on one of the machines blowing out 
on Saturday morning. In a few min¬ 
ute# dense black clouds of amoke be¬ 
gan to pour from the mouth of the 
main tunnel shaft and horror- 
stricken surface workers dropped their 
tools to assist In the rescue of the 149 
o4d men known to be working In the 
mine. 

Seventy-six men who were working 
at the 799-foot level succeeded la 
rushing through the amoks that time 
and again threatened to suffocate 
them. One died on reaching the sur¬ 
face 

With eighty-nine miners atm down 
In the pit valiant efforts are being 
made to reach them. The heat near 
the main shaft Is terrific. Several 
rescuers succeeded In reaching the 
499-foot level, where one man was 
found dead. A diving gear Is being 
prepared and It Is hoped that by this 
means some of the entombed men may 
ultimately be rescued. 

ACCIDENTALLY SHOT

Rancher Succumbs to Injuries 
Sustained While on

North Yakima. Wash.. OoL 14.— 
Henry R. Cole, a rancher of Sunnysldo. 
died yesterday morning of a wound 
caused when he received, accidentally, 
a charge of blrdshot from a gun car¬ 
ried by Oeorge Kane, of Seattle. Both 
men and another companion were 
hunting half a mile west of Sunnyslde. 
Kane, who was in the rear. Jumped 
over a ditch and hls gun. which he oar- 
rled half-cocked, was discharged, the 
•hot striking Cole between the hip and 
knee, tearing both vein and artery. 

NEW SAWMILL BEING 
BUILT AT LOMOX 


Plant of Canadian Western 
Lumber Company Will 
Cost $100,000 


Vancouver, Oct. II.—The Canadian 
Western Lumber Company Is erecting 
a sawmill at Corn ox for handling small 
fir and hemlock logs, which cannot be 
easily towed to Fraser mills, near New 
Westminster, owing to their liability to 
become waterlogged. The new plant 
mill cost 1100.000, and will have a ca¬ 
pacity of nearly 100,900 feet dally. CoL 
A. D. McRae, managing director, 
stated that construction of the mill la 
well under way. It will go Into com¬ 
mission early in the neyr year.

, Haw ling*. Wyo.. Oct. 14.—Armed 
with shotguns, rifles, revolvers, cleav¬ 
ers and butcher knives, a half daaea 
or more of the most dangerous men 
known to crime In the West, were aald 
to be trapped In a canon Just south of 
Rawlins early to-day, and a battle 
with a posse of a hundred men. who 
camped on their trail last night, waa 
momentarily expected. 

The men In hiding are among the 
dosen or more convicts who escaped 
from the state prison on Saturday after 
they overpowered the guards within 
the prison, taking their weapons and 
fled down the main streets, and 
through yards of private homes ter¬ 
rorising men. women and children. 

The convicts seised mounts at a 
livery ruble and fled toward the hills 
before cltlsena could arm t h e ms e lv es 
and give chase. 

The total number of prisoners to es¬ 
cape, It la aald. at the prison, will not 
be known definitely until thorn remain¬ 
ing within the walls are lined up for 
rolicall some time to-day. Owing to 
the excitement tn RawttBi. the total 
casualties are not definitely known. 

Antone Paso, a Mexican, heralded as 
leader of the convicts tn their break 
for liberty, waa shot to death by De¬ 
puty Sheriff Rogner, who aaw the 
Meslcan as he started on horseback 
for the hills, after having slashed Bert 
Talbot, owner of the barn, across the 
(oca and. hand with a butcher knife. 

Charles Streaener. a barber, waa 
•hot to death while walking along the 
street apparently unaware that the 
convicts hod escaped who seemed bent 
on murdering all who blocked thflr 
paths. A negro convict waa seen to 
fire at Htreaaner. 

Five of the convicts who escaped 
yesterday were captured last night. 
They were: Elliott, Fraser. Stewart, 
Burke and Olllmore. They had sought 
refuge In cellars of private homes. In 
boa cars and outbuildings. They were 
unarmed, and offered but little resis¬ 
tance. 

Desperate fighting was reported In 
the prison between convicts and 
guards, following the outbreak, but 
reports that several men. both guards 
and con vie ta, were killed before quiet 
was restored laU at night are uncon¬ 
firmed. 

Eleven of the twenty convicts who 
broke from the prison Saturday after¬ 
noon. after overpowering the cellhouse 
keeper and seising hls keys, still are 
at large, and It la believed those who 
escaped yesterday have Joined forces 
with their followers, who liberated 
themselves on Saturday. 

Warden Fells Alston, who with a 
posse of cltlaens and prison guards 
waa returning to Rawlins, after a fruit¬ 
less search for the convicts who es¬ 
caped Saturday, did not know of the 
second delivery until he reached Raw¬ 
lins early to-day. He took Immediate 
charge. 

Although a company of Wyoming 
•late militia remained under arms for 
sums time Last night, the soldiers were 
Informed from Governor Carey's office 
at Cheyenne that their services would 
not be needed. 

Governor Carey was not at hls horn* 
in Cheyenne when officials at Rdwllns 
tried to communicate with ~ him by 
wfft, Lut later he was reached by' tele¬ 
phone. and gave hls. sanction to s re- 
auest made by the mover of Rawlins

Ser- 
vla’a representative at Constantinople 
end those of Greece and Bulgaria were 
notified by their governments to-day 
to prepare to leave on a moment’s 
notlca. 

The participation of Qreec© in the 
conflict waa almost assured by the 
Athens’ government deliverance of an 
ultimatum demanding the release of 
Greek ships seised at Constantinople. 

More success has followed the deter¬ 
mined advance of the Montehgrln 
armies under King Nicholas and 
Prince Danlllo. 

The Montenegrins lost 100 killed and 
wounded, in their attack on the town 
of Byelopolye In the Sanjak of Novl- 
pasar. aaya an official report received 
by the Montenegrin consulate here, 
and the Turks who fled after the bat¬ 
tle to Slenltaa are said to have suffer¬ 
ed heavily. 

Oeneral Martlnovltch’s advance guard 
encountered a body of Turkish troops 
from Tarakoech. and inflicted a loss of 
SO0 killed and wounded during the bat¬ 
tle while the Montenegrin casualties 
totalled 109. 

Oeneral Martlnovttch burned several 
Turkish blockhouses, put their garri¬ 
sons to flight, and then crossed the 
river Boyana. 

The Mallasoii tribesmen In the neigh¬ 
borhood of Scutari have Joined forces 
with Ike Montenegrin troop*. 

The Balkan situation caused a loos 
In consols on the London exchange to¬ 
day, establishing a new low record of 
7* 1-4. 

Another Victory. 

Podgorttsm, Oct. 14.—The Montene¬ 
grin troops occupied yesterday another 
position atlll closer to the town of 
Guslye. according to the official re- 
pert of Oeneral Vutlch. the commander 
of that dlvlMlon of the Montenegrin 
army. The Turks offered stubborn re¬ 
sistance, and suffered heavy losses, so* 
cording to the general. a 

The Montenegrins also occupied two 
other Turkish positions commanding 
Ouaiye. During ths fighting, they cap¬ 
tured four machine guns, many riflag 
and a large quantity of ammunition. 

The Montenegrin casualties since the 
outbreak of hostilities totalled up to 
yeaterday morning 249 killed and mors 
than 909 wounded. 

One hundred and twqnty Montene¬ 
grins wars killed and 400 wounded in 
the storming of Detchltch Mountains 
by King Nicholas' soldiers. .

Sewer Inquiry Committee's V. & S. PROPOSAL 
Report Due for Consider- TO COME UP AGAIN 

ation This Evening 


The sesaion of the city council this 
evening will be of unusual Importance, 
as there are several matters which 
have to be considered having an Im¬ 
portant bearing on the future of the 
city. 

The report of the aewer committee 
has to be discussed, no action having 
been taken upon It last week. In order 
that the council members In the In¬ 
terval might have an opportunity In¬ 
dividually of considering It. 

It la generally recognised that the 
report is a compromise compilation, 
and that the way It has been drawn 
up Is to onable the aldermen who sign 
It to havo freedom to discuss the pro- | 
visions thereof. It Is not so much the, 
present report that they are anxious, 
shall be adopted, as the desire to give 
confidence to the public when the 
council next asks for a sewer loan In 
January, which must certainly be done, 
and that for a large amount. There 
Is another phase which has weighed 
with some, and that Is that If a scorch¬ 
ing r epor t had been submit tod. It 
would have tended to damage Victoria 
In the eyes of the Dominion, as a city 
where municipal politics were corrupt. 

The council will receive a formal ap¬ 
plication from the Provincial Royal 
Jubilee hospital directors for the sub¬ 
mission of a by-law. providing for the 
raising of $ 200,000 for a new building. 

There will also be a request to th * 
council for an observatory site In Bea¬ 
con Hill pork, following the recen*. 
Interview with s deputation from local 
officials of the meteorological service 
or the Dominion. 

A resolution Is to be moved by Aid 
erman Cuthbert appointing City En¬ 
gineer Rust water commissioner from 
November 1, the date which has beev 
mentioned several times for the trans¬ 
fer from Mr. Raymnr of the office he 
has held for a number of yesra This 
step is In accordance with the trend o> 
events during the last throe months. 

Mr. Raymur Is to receive the same 
salary as comptroller as he has enjoy 
ed for both offices. It Is felt that the 
duties demand the whole time of on' 
man. with the financial obligations 
which the city has undertaken during 
the last three years In new works, pav 
log. and expropriations particularly, 
the cost of which Is proving an enor 
mous matter.

The question then Is; la the 
city council to be guided by this polite 
hint that the question should be closed 
up at once? The company ts willing 
to divide between the city and. province 
In proportionate shares the amount 
which the company has made In profit 
after paying the cost of operation, and 
which ought to have been paid on ac¬ 
count of Interest on the bonds guar-1 
anteed by the city and province. But 
the company, while refusing to pay in-, 
terest charges for the years when the 1 
road was not paying, asks the city and 
province to release them from all obli¬ 
gations whatsoever, snd. In other 
words, to be able to treat for the sale 
of the road shuuld they so desire. In 
addition to offering this 9M.0»*> for th* 
proportion of profit, the Great North¬ 
ern railway Is willing to release the 
city from five years Interest at 98.000 
a year due on the bonds, or 946.000. 
Thus the proposal is that the city Is to 
sink the 9297,000 put Into the road In 
order to receive $81,000 out, and have 
no further say In the management. The 
Great Northern Company, however, 
undertakes to put the road In suitable 
physical condition, as by law It Is com¬ 
pelled to d». It appears the prowlpclal 
government Is holding back Its order as 
to the physical condition of the V. A S. 
until the proposal has been closed up. 
So that It looks as If the latter ruling, 
which rumor says would cost the oper¬ 
ating company nearly 9180.000. Is to be 
held beet till the city has pledged Itsel* 
to accept the proposal, or In other 
words Is a chib held over the heads of 
the negotiators to force s settlement 

Not enough has been made of the 
road as s valuable link In transconti¬ 
nental connection with the mainland. 
By way of Sidney Is the most natural 
manner of reaching the mainland by 
ferry, and Indeed the original com¬ 
pany was Incorporated with that end 
In view, the establishment of ferries 
being a feature of the charter. There¬ 
fore It Is not likely the Oreat Northern, 
or any other transcontinental railway, 
will willingly let slip the grip It al¬ 
ready has on th* Important section of 
the connection with the capital city of 
the province. The electrification of the 
line le well within the possibilities of 
trafllo, and would not Interfere with 
the Saanich extension, which 1* to be 
made of service by the B. O. Electric 
Railway next year. The peninsula Is 
bound to see great development, and 
from It the owners of the road will 
benefit when the time Is ripe.
